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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


Mrs.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  School  Board: 

I  hereby  submit  for  your  consideration  my  thir- 
teenth annual  report  of  the  Campton  schools. 

The  schools  opened  September  9,  1931,  with  the 
following  teachers:  viz.,  Mrs.  Beryle  D.  Currier,  Vil- 
lage ;  Leona  P.  White,  Lower  Village ;  Josiah  B.  Kelley, 
Center;  Eleanor  B.  Rock,  Beebe  River  Grammar;  Doris 
L.  Smith,  Beebe  River  Primary;  Mrs.  Jane  E.  Ritten- 
burg,  Livermore  Falls;  Eunice  A.  Baker,  Blair;  Martha 
Nichols,  Bog ;  Viola  M.  Pray,  Branch,  and  Doris  K.  Gib- 
son, West  Road. 

The  school  buildings  were  cleaned  and  toilets 
cleansed  during  the  summer  vacation. 

The  school  building  at  Livermore  Falls  has  been 
enlarged  to  make  the  room  more  comfortable  for  the 
number  of  children  in  the  school.  The  toilet  arrange- 
ment was  changed  when  the  building  was  enlarged. 
The  building  was  painted. 

New  single,  adjustable,  movable  desks  were  pur- 
chased for  the  Center  school.  The  teacher,  Mr.  Kelley, 
reports  that  they  are  very  satisfactory. 

It  is  hoped  that  it  may  be  possible  for  some  ar- 
rangement to  be  made,  at  the  annual  meeting,  whereby 
the  school  building  conditions  may  be  improved,  before 
another  school  year,  at  Beebe  River  and  West  Camp- 
ton.  The  West  Campton  school  building  might  be  im- 
proved by  a  change  in  location  or  a  change  in  the  di- 
rection of  lighting.  In  either  case  the  expense  would 
be  considerable. 

There  are  fifty-one  resident  pupils,  this  year,  who 
are  attending  high  school  for  whom  tuition  is  paid. 
This  is  an  increase  of  thirteen  over  last  year.  Eight 
of  these  are  seniors. 

Four  pupils  are  attending  our  schools  from  other 
towns  for  whom  tuition  is  received. 

The  school  census  taken  in  September,  reported 
105  boys  and  113  girls  or  a  total  of  218  children  in 
town  between  the  ages  of  five  and  sixteen.  This  is 
twenty  more  than  were  reported  one  year  ago.     There 
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were  186  different  pupils  registered  in  our  schools  Sep- 
tember 30,  1931. 

The  school  registers,  last  June,  showed  the  fol- 
lowing thirty  pupils  with  a  perfect  record  for  the  year 
and  who  received  a  Roll  of  Perfect  Attendance  at  the 
grammar  school  graduation:  viz..  Village — George  L. 
Estabrook,  Doris  E.  McCoy  and  Wellman  J.  Washburn ; 
Lower  Village — Winston  Caldon,  John  Dole,  Eunice 
Estabrook,  Emmeline  Evans,  Irwin  Little,  Corina  Shep- 
ard  and  Floyd  Wilkie ;  Center — Rachel  Green  and  Roxa 
Hutt;  Beebe  River  Grammar — Beatrice  Benner;  Liver- 
more  Falls — Reginald  Adams,  Frank  Dearborn,  Alice 
Driscoll,  Horace  Mitchell,  Clifton  Moulton,  Dorothy 
Moulton,  Louise  Moulton,  Margaret  Moulton,  Richard 
Pierce  and  Charlotte  Page;  Bog — Arlene  Mitchell  and 
Harold  Mitchell;  West  Campton — Ruby  Avery;  West 
Road — Robert  Avery,  Barbara  Jackson,  Theo  Jackson 
and  William  Mitchell. 

I  wish  to  mention  the  fact  that  Clifton  Moulton 
has  lost  but  one-half  day  in  the  eight  years  that  he  has 
attended  the  Campton  schools.  I  believe  this  is  wor- 
thy of  special  mention. 

The  percents  of  attendance  in  the  schools  are  as 
follows:  Livermore  Falls,  98.79;  Bog,  98.57;  Beebe 
River  Grammar,  97.93;  Beebe  River  Primary,  97.78; 
Branch,  97.78;  Lower  Village,  97.57;  Center,  97.07; 
Village,  96.24;  West  Road,  94.99;  and  Blair,  91.57.  The 
average  for  the  district  is  97.08  which  is  1.29  percent 
better  than  that  reported  one  year  ago.  The  children 
are  to  be  congratulated  in  making  such  a  good  record. 
The  record  of  perfect  attendance  this  year  is  a  little 
over  seventeen  per'  cent  which  is  about  a  twenty  per 
cent  increase  over  the  previous  year. 

The  teachers  recorded  twenty-eight  visits  by 
school  board  members,  247  by  the  superintendent  and 
363  by  citizens. 

The  school  board  has  had  six  meetings  during  the 
year. 

The  medical  examination  was  made  by  Dr.  H.  A. 
Cheney.  The  reports  show  about  the  same  number  of 
physical  defects  as  reported  one  year  ago.  I  wish  the 
reports,  made  to  the  parents,  might  be  considered  more 
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seriously  and  as  far  as  possible  have  the  defects  cor- 
rected.
